The sponsoring organization has been informed as has the Youth Services 
Administration of Puerto Rico who is charged with investigating allega- 
tions of this type. Scoutmaster Eduardo Pabon Rivera was arraigned 
before the Commonwealth Court in Ponce and released on 520,000 bond. 
A hearing will take place on July 11 s 1988. We have prepared a letter 
suspending his registration as written in the manual Child Sexual Abuse , 
How To Deal With It , 1988 revision. We have returned the registration 
fee for Eduardo Pabon Rivera.

After careful review, we have decided thac your registration with 
the Soy Scouts of America should be suspended. We are therefore 
compelled to request that you sever any relations that you may have 
with the Boy Scouts of America. A refund of your registration fee 
is enclosed. 

You should understand that BSA membership registration is a privilege 
and is not automatically granted to everyone who applies. We reserve 
the right to suspend registration whenever chere is a concern chat 
an individual may not meet che high standards of membership which 
the 3SA seeks to provide for American youth. 

If you wish to have chis decision reviewed by a council review 
commictee, please write to me within 60 days of the date of this 
letter, explaining your version of che facts supporting your claim that 
your registration as a BSA member should be reinstated. The procedures 
for a review of this decision are attached. 
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APPLICANT PROCEDURE FOR REQUESTING REVIEW 
OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



If registration is refused, the appllicant may request a review of 
this decision. This request must be in the form of a written request 
from the individual which includes his or her version of the facts 
supporting the claim that registration should not have been denied. 

Upon receipt of the written request for review, the president of the 
local council shall appoint a committee to review the situation* 

The appointed committee should review the facts as presented, and, 
in addition, may interview any persons whose testimony might assit 
the committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct decision, 

A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth the 
decision of the committee. 

The applicant may-if he or she does not agree with the decision-request 
a review form the regional director. 

If the regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may 
ask for further review by the National Council. The decision by the 
National Council is final .

by me, followed by the filing of a complaint ( I do not know 
on what legal basis at this time.) against Mr. Eduardo 
Pabon. 

As you understand before such serious and delicate situation 
we cannot allow that the prestige of our troop (be affected) 
which has taken so much effort to maintain, and for the well 
being and good name of Scouting in P.R., movement I am 
certain Mr. Pabon, nor withstanding this sad and painful 
moments, has loved and given perhaps the best of his life. 

3e these means I respectfully request: you take this case 
before the Board of Parents (Troop Committee) and after 
discussing and analyzing this letter ask for Mr . Pabon ( s 
letter of resignation, as leader of our troop, effective 
immediately and that he abstain to participate in any troop 
activity or in Scouting in P.R. while this matter is under 
police investigation and in the midst of a Judicial process. 
This is the best interest of both Mr - Pabon and the 
movement . 

With our thoughts in the Almighty, I wish, not vengeance but 
justice , and may Peace and mental health return to the 
Scouting family, of which Mr. Pabon is a member. Asking the 
Holy Spirit to guide us through this better trail so that we 
all walk away enriched by the experience.
